I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1925,  upon  the  Sanitary  condition  and 
the  health  of  the  district  I  regret  that  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  the  Autumn  marred  an  otherwise  satisfactory  year  as  regards 
Zymotic  diesase,  but  1  am  gratified  to  report  a  low  mortality

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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND 
OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE. 

The  Private  Nursing  in  the  district  is  for  the  most  part  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Nursing  Home,  situated  in  Ripon  City. 
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District  Nurses  are  provided  for  the  following  districts  : — 

Bishop  Monkton,  Skelton,  North  Staiuley,  Sawley,  Sharow, 
Kirkby  Malzeard. 

These  Nurses  practise  Midwifery  and  do  a  certain  amount  of 
General  Nursing.  Many  of  them  do  the  School  Work. 

Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Joint  Hospital,  situated  m 
the  City  area,  and  a  Cab  ambulance  is  provided  for  the  removal  of 
patients.  It  is  most  desirable  that  a  Motor  Ambulance  should  be 
obtained  since  the  time  involved  at  present  is  often  very  considerable 
and  the  delay  detrimental. 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Country,  and  has  not 
fortunately  been  made  use  of. 

Bacteriological  and  Pathological  examinations  are  carried  out  at 
the  County  Laboratory,  and  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Harrogate 
is  utilised,  and  both  these  Institutions  have  proved  very  helpful. 

The  Cottage  Hospital  in  Hipon  City  is  serving  the  needs  of  the 
district  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  and  the  extensions  will  provide 
twelve  extra  beds.

HOUSING. 

There  is  no  acute  shortage  of  houses,  but  many  in  the  district 
are  too  small  for  the  needs,  especially  with  regard  to  bedroom 
accommodation.  Many  are  very  old  and  damp,  being  built  of  cobbles 
and  with  no  damp  proof  course,  but  in  my  opinion  this  obtains  in 
many  rural  areas.  Wages  are  low  and  do  not  permit  of  high  rents  such 
as  would  be  charged  for  new  houses.  A  very  large  percentage  have 
numerous  minor  defects,  and  these  are  now  being  remedied  although 
perhaps  not  so  speedily  as  they  might  be. 
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No  obstructive  buildings. 

No  unhealthy  areas. 

No  reconstruction  schemes. 

No  houses  acquired  for  division  into  separate  tenements. 

Overcrowding  to  slight  extent  at  Markington. 

No  state  aided  housing  schemes  during  the  year.
